Avenue Hotel, New York City.

Held work baa nude jio inroada 
npon her beauty, and the rough and dla- 
agreeaUle ji>i\rney did not dam|x'n her 
eathusinsni, which seems always at the 
buhbling-over point. 

Though it waa the committee's third 
attcnipt— for they had gone over the 
•ame oovrae tiMM tioMa-in not a too com- 
Modtowawd toalglit tiMfatr vMtor, 
they extended a welcome that was royal 
and' hearty. When they reached the 
suite at the Fifth Avenue Hotel, John 
O'Connor delivered the ad<lress of wel- 
come.

were as independently placed. I have 
not done half what I would like to do, 
hut it ia becauae my hand^ are in a nieas- 
hre tied. Bat with all my life and energy, 
all the atrength of my bands and 
aal Toioa I ahall work for Ireland 
and the Itidi notil oar dear little country 
is free and a republic— and that will not 
be long, either," .she added with a ha))py 
laugh, and was greete<l with a burst of^ 
applause. 

Then every one hastened to preas Miss 
Oonne'a band. When the reception waa 
over and the oonnnittee had jleparted 
Miaa Oonne, worn and tired hot • Ht ic- 
lieved that the ordeal waa at laat over 
and die was really here, tnmed around 
and amiled brightly. 

"Do you never get tired?" she was 
asked. 

"No," she aaid quickly. "Not when 
it's Ireland. I have gone for hours, even 
daya. lergetfid «t deep at hanger or 
reat. The canae ti Irelaad ia food and 
drink and tonic to me. When there are 
exciting times or meetings I never think 
of personal wants. I do not need to. I 
am au very healthy, and it is such a bles- 
sing. How could I ever accomplish any- 
thing if it were not for thia constitution 
of mine? And there is so much to be 
done, and it kaa come ao much aooner 
than the moat aaagoiaa of na dated 
hope!" 

"What has?" 

"Why, the crisis" replied Miss Cionne, 
opening wide her Irish eyes. "Don't 
you know that Ireland is at present on 
the verge of an opportunity such as she 
has never had before and may never have 
again? What ia it? Why, the opening 
made by the Boer war. In the firat place, 
the Boers have Uugfat as a lesson and aet 
us aa example of courage and fearleas- 
ness that is worth its weight in gold. It 
is glorious. It ia characteristic of them. 
They are a race who say little and do 
much. It waa not the outbreak of a mo- 
HMat, thia war, oor was it theieanlt of a 
sadden impulae. Since the tine of 
Jameson's raid Kruger and hia people 
have lieen preparing. In their heortaare 
the same aims and instincts that swell 
the Irish hearts, the same Mobk- longings 
to be free. But they had better oppor- 
tnnitica than we. They could store up 
arms and ammunition for this siege 
which haa oome to pass. Bat we oonld 
not do this. Ireland haaa aUnding army 
of 20,000 British soldiers watdiing eycry 
port and hailM.r and railroad center. 
There has tn-en no chance to smuggle in 
a gun. But now the army has been 
drawn upon to send into Africa, and leas 
than C.OOO troops remain. " 

Misa Gonne smiled wisely and con- 

"Those 6,000 are worth nothing. The 
people in the stoeeta of Dublin and Cork 
tear the Union J^ck from the heads of 
batulions; they mock them with the lists 
of defeats and retreats that are constant- 
ly cabled from Africa, and they defy 
them to stop the violently expressed pub- 
lic opinion, or to hush the hisfea for 
IMUon and the cheers for Kmger, for 
freedom and for Ireland." 

Miss Gonne does not stop for breath 
when is launched npon her favorite 
topic, and when her cheeks glow and her 
eyes glisten one realizes that the power 
of this wonderful woman over her coun- 
trymen has not been impe<ied by her 
beauty. She is tall and commanding, 
and always beoomingly and richly gown- 
e<l. Her greatest charm lies in the mag- 
netism which is irresistible. . 

"Yon people over here iu America may 
"i«," continued Miss Gonne, 
never was stronger, nor 



England weaker, than today. The Brit- 
ish failures are the laughing stock of sll 
the Continent. The pretended strength 
of the British army has been weighed in 
the balaoce and found wonting. The 
little repablie in the <(Mrth of Africa haa 
undertaken the task of ahewing the 
world how puny Britain iat Ood bless 
Kruger!" 

Miss Gonne bowed her head reverently. 

"It is the tjeginning of the end," she 
said softly. "The light of freedom be- 
gan to dawn for Ireland when it broke 
over the hills and kopjes of South Africa 
and saw the redooata lying low. It waa 
not ordained tb«t Ireland ahonld atriike 
this first fatal blow, but we are reedy to 
do all that is our portion, and ready at 
any an<l all times to share in the finish — 
which i.s freedom. 

Miss Gonne will deliver her first lecture 
at the Academy of Made in New York 
City tomonow evening. Her tour will 
begin in the New Bngiand dtiea, whence 
ahe will go West as far as Omaha and 
later vidt Washington, Philadelphia and 
other large cities of the United States.

One of the largest and most enthusias- 
tic audiences that ever assembled in Li- 
brary Hall greeted Rev. Father Eugene 
Sheehy last TnaoAay evening, when he 
delivered his famona, interesting and in- 
structive illustrated lecture, "Ireland and 
Boerland," under the auspices of the 
Ancient Order of Hibermans. Long be- 
fore 8 o'clock every seat was sold, and 
the throng was so great that it was H:.'iO 
before all could be comfortably placed, 
the sale of ticketa having been stopped. 

At that hour Oonnty Prcddent John 
Murphy appeared on the dage, accom- 
panied by Ron. Matt O'Doberty and the 
patriotic priest from Limerick, amid 
Yaptures of applause. Stepping to the 
front of the stage Mr. Murphy presented 
Hon. Matt O'Doberty, who in a brief but 
eWjuent address introduced Father 
Sheieby, warmly welcoming him on his 
return to thia city after an abaence of 
twenty-aeven years, ai.d paying a high 
tribute to bis sterling qualities as an Irish 
priest and Nationalist. 

The reverend genlleuian rcspqnded in 
a ftw well chosen words .u)d then pro- 
ceeded -With bis Itxluie, which waa the 
mod Mlliant and instructive heard in 
thia ettj for a long time. The fiiat pict- 
ure thrown npon theoanfaa waa Oie Stars 
and Stripea, whidi created grant enthu- 
siasm and put the vaat audience in the 
l>est of humor. F'ather Sheehy's remarks 
were indeed appropriate and stamp him 
more a subject of Uncle Sam than John 
Bull, whom he scored for his course in 
fordng war npon the Boers. 

The pictnrea and doaeriptiona of the 
dties and battle-fields of the three South 
African republics were all tbst they had 
been represented, and the frequent ap- 
plau.se aboM'ed that the sympathiea of the 
people were with Oom Paul. The scenea 
were many and true to life, and at timea 
one felt he was io South Africa. Fully 
an hoar aod one-half were devoted to 
this before the tour of Ireland began. 

When the green flag of Erin appeared 
npon the canvas there was an outburst of 
applause that .shook the buildiug, one 
yonag lady in her enthiuiaam rising in 
her seat and cheering and others waving 
baadkerchiefa. Vith bis tonriaU the 
lecturer atarted from Dublin, acene fol- 
lowing: scene in rapid succesdon till 11:30 
o'clock. Father Sheehy is a fluent talker 
and many were the laughs he created 
during the evening. His pictures are 
perhaps the best ever shown in Louisville, 
and there were so many excellent ones 
it would be superfluous to particularise. 
The variona cities and towns were wdl 
rep r eaen ted, the important boildinga and 
streets of all being shown, and many 
were warmly applauded. 

Father Sheehy's lecture prove<l a rare 
and pleasing treat, and the Kentucky 
Irish American regrets its inability to re- 
produce it. At its close he was surround- 
ed by his old-time friends and msny new 
onaa, and all expressed their appredation 
of theAndent Order of Hibemiaaafor 
bringing him here. 

During the evening Iriah vocal aolos 
were charmingly rendered by Miss Bee 
MuUarky and Mrs. Katie Carr Costigan, 
both of whom were compelletl to respond 
to warm encores.

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IRISH UNITY. 



Timothy Harrington Presided 
at the Meottag of Nation* 
altots la London. 
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Not since the memorable election held 
one year ago, when several unions se- 
ceded fn» the Cditral Labor Union be- 
cause of the defeat of thdr candidate for 
President by Tpmes McGill, has such a 
turnout in delegates taken place as that 
witnessed at Heck's Hall last Sunday 
afternoon, when the annual election of 
officers tookj>lace. For some time peat 
there had been quite warm rivdry, 
thoogh of n and Meadly nature, between 
differaot candtddca, and the race waa 
eagerly watched by the local labor world. 
The new officers are all representative 
men, who will doubtless advance the best 
interests of the trades union movement 
in this city. 

The moat important action taken was 
the appdntment of a committee of five 
for the pnrpoee of meedng repreaeata- 
tives of the United Trades and Labor As- 
sembly with a view to arranging for the 
dissolution of that body and the uniting 
of all the local unions in tlu- regularly 
chartered and recognized body, the Cen- 
tral Labor Union. 

Prendent McGill called the assemblage 
to order promptly, and after the reading 
of the minutes and thi payment of out- 
standing claims credentiala were recdved 
and the following delegates aeated from 
their respective unions:

Mr. B. McClintoek, of Newark, N. J., 
representing the United Hatters of North 
America, was present for the purpose of 
explaining the fight being made against 
the Herg Hat Company and other non- 
union factories. Among other things he 
said that not long ago the Berg firm cm- 
ployed 500 union men and waa doing a 
good busineaa, bat dnoe abandoning the 
union the fbrce had been reduced to be- 
tween fifty and sixty competent men. 
Thia company waa fast losing its former 
immense trade. Relative to the Stetson 
hats Mr. McClintoek said that the stiff 
ones with tlie union label were made 
with union labor in Connecticut, but the 
Stetson factory in Philadelphia was non- 
union throughout He alao atated that 
all Dunlap bats were union made. He 
was here for the purpose of discovering 
and exposing those handling fraudulent 
labels anil deceiving the public. For 
several weeks past he has been in the 
Southern States with gratifying results. 

The Organization Committee waa in- 
atructed, at the request of the officers of 
the National Aasodadon of SUtionary 
Engineers, to assist in the organizing of 
that craft in this city. 

Communications calling for the passage 
of laws for the better protection of O.ov- 
ernment employes were referred to the 
Legislative Committee. One from the 
union of theatrical employes of Bingham- 
ton waa received and action deferred 
until anch time as 'the hxal union com- 
plies with the recent deddon of the 
American Federation of Labor. 

Delegate Dave Oorinan rei)orted that 
the Debs lecture under the auspices of 
the Central Latx>r Union was a financial 
succeas, the beneficiary receiving over 
$100 above all expenaca, and commended 
the members of the todare ooannittae for 
their excdlant work. i 

The Central Labor Union declared 
agdnd the cession of Government lands 
to Statea', believing thev should be sacred- 
ly held for future settlers, which would 
result in the successful utilization of pub- 
lic lands, reclamation and settlement of 
the arid region, development of agri- 
culture through irrigation, and the crea- 
tion of mml homea aa a mcaaa of relief 
from the tongeation of population in laiye 
dties. The resolutions adopted, which 
will be forwarded to the Kentucky Sena- 
torj and Congressmen, are as follows: 

"That all the remainiiig pabl\c lands 
of t iu' United Statce ahonld be aacredly 
held for the benefit of the whole people, 
and that no grants of the dtle to any of 
these lands ahoald ever heraafter be made 
to any bat actual aettlera and home- 
bnildef* on the land. 

"That the l ederal Government should 
build storage reservoirs to save the flood 
waters that are now wastetl , h>i.I shouiil 
wherever necessary bnild lii-j .u-.^.t ion 
works required for the reclaui uon and 
settlement of the arid pnblic lands."

"Resolved, That • committee of five be 
appointed to confer<with like committee 
of the United TradAaand Labor Assembly 
for the purpose m uniting the labor 
movement of thia Mr under one head." 

The resolution wvndopted by a unani- 
mous vote, and theftommittee conaiata of 
President Fuchs and Mesara. Onweon, 
Taylor, Martin andJYoung. 

The proposition or the State Federation 
of Labor to have tvrip offidd papers, the 
Kentucky Irish American and one to be 
atarted in the near futulv, recdved the 
hearty indonemenn the delegatea.

PROCLAIMED! 



Dispatches from London convey the 
welcome aewa that all sections of th« 
Irish Nationalists l>efore the opening of 
Parliament last Tuesday attended a meet- 
ing in committee room .No. Ki, room No. 
IT) being avoided owing to its association 
with previous discordsof the party. Mr. 
Timothy Harrington presided. 

Meaara. Hanlagtoa aad Redaioad urged 
thst the bme had come to reatore unity 
in the ranks of the Parliamentary repre- 
sentatives of Irish nationalism. Mr. 
Redmond described the prestige of (ireat 
Britain as practically shattered, and said 
there seemed to be no l)etter time for 
promoting nnion upon a sound and en- 
during basis. He then moved a resolution 
declaring at an cdl the diddon of the 
Irish Nationalid rapr ea e n tatives, and that 
henceforth they ahonld act together as 
one united party. Thia rcaolution was 
carried unanimously. 

Mr, John Redmond made the follow- 
ing statement iu an interview: "The 
first act of the reunited Irish will be to 
move an ameadaMntto the address in 
favor of the Boets. Thia dnty haa been 
confided to me." 

Lobby gossip at Wedminster attaches 
more than usual importance to the meet- 
ing of the Irish Nationalists, inasmuch as 
the event formally ends the former alli- 
ance between the larger section of the 
Irish Nationalists aad the supporters of 
Gladstone. 

At the opening of Parliament Tuesday 
evening Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman 
charge<l the British Ministry in general 
anil Chamberlain and Balfour in particular 
with ignorance and incapacity, and with 
having refused the advice and warnings 
of Sir William Francis Butler, former 
Governor of Cape Colony. The Irish 
members were all preaent and propoacd 
■baking the Government over the Oen. 
Butler qneation. It was thdr rod in 
pickel. Balfour's reply was weak, and 
tfiougli coached by Chamberlain, was 
nothing more than "Voiir're another," 
and the added assurance that the Gov- 
ernment would not rest until the Queen's 
supremacy was recogn i s e d in South 
Africa. He was very angry, which amused 
the oppoaithm. 

Atttosnanal meeting of tlm Govern- 
ors of Barrington'a Hospital, Limerick, 
the Mayor predded. Sir Charlea Bar- 
rington stated that the year had been a 

record one in the usefulness of that in- 
stitution to the citizens. Some forty-two 
patients were treated at the beginning of 
the year and 668 during the year.

The League issued a counter-proclama- 
tion calling upon the people to assert thdr 
right of public meeting. Accordingly a 
demonatration waa hdd in the Town Hall 
at Sligo early in the morning, while the 
400 military police who were on the 
ground to prevent a demonstration were 
asleep. William O'Brien, Mayor Mc- 
Hugh and John I'erguson spoke, and the 
whole country is laughing at the im- 
potency of the Government in the affair. 

The Directory of the United Iriah 
Leagne md at Ckremorria on Satmdary, 
and the report of the progress of the 
organization was cheering. Two hun- 
dred branches have been established 
since the meeting in July last.

MAKE UP AND UNITE. 



JChere is a fair prospect o^ heal- 



ing the breach and bringing about 
unity and harmony in labor's ranks 
in this city and State. We sincere- 
ly trust it will succeed. The Central 
Labor Union . whatever its faults, 
has manifested no ill-will toward 
those who seceded from it and 
sought to form an opposing body, 
but has persisted in extending the 
olive branch, and repeatedly pro- 
posed to confer and settle differ- 
ences and welcome back their 
brethren to the fold. While there 
has been, in the heat of contention, 
much said on both sides that had 
better been tinsaid, there was no 
formal utterance or act of bitter- 
ness. 

The Kentucky Irish American 
recognized that the trouble did not 
originate in labor matters, but was 

due to causes out.side, and rather 
attributed to the error of honest 
and true men than to any sinister 
motive. We refrained from denun- 
ciation, but disapproved and re- 
gretted dissension and division, 
from which, no matter which side 
was wrong, no good for labor could 
result. We conceded to all the 
right to their opinion and to con- 
tend therefor. They have exer- 
cised that privilege to the full ex- 
tent under the law of organized 
labor, carrying the issue on appeal 
to the highest authority, the Ameri- 
can Federation, and the decision of 
that body ought to settle the case 
with all law-abiding members, who 
should accept it as final and submit 
to its decree. ' 

The Central Labor Union has 
been sustained throughout on every 
point, and with a commendable 
spirit that should inspire all friends 
of labor, does not exult over its 
victory to humiliate the opposition, 
but invites them again to return 
and resume their ptoce in the legal 
body, that all is forgiven and for- 
gotten, and hereafter unity of 
energy and harmony of feeling in 
labor's cause may prevail to the 
benefit of all in future. There 
need be no sacrifice of principle 
nor admission of wrong in this no 
aspersion of character or motive. 
It was a ca.se lu which good and 
true mt'U differed, some few

AN AHERICAN (?) APPEALS. 

John Hays Hammond has re- 
turned to the United States and is 
being inter vi e w ed to convince the 
public that they have the wrong 
view of the Transvaal trouble and 
their sympathies ought tp be with 
the English; that the Transvsaland 
Orange Free States are not rcpnb 
lies, but oligarchies, unjustly tax- 
ing without representation, and use 
their courta to favor the Boera and 
oppress foreignera; that Bngland 
seeks to remedy this, and compel 
compliance with what the American 
people recognize as justice. Mr 
Hammond daims to be an Ameri 
can, though he practically forfeited 
b's claim to citizenship by partici- 
pation in a "httle conspiracy," as 
he terms it. He held a good posi 
tion with an English mining com- 
pany, which is for the present dis 
possessed and idle because of the 



Mr. Hammond says the Trans 
vaal disregards the American prin 
ciple of "no taxation without rep- 
resentation." but he refera to the 
tax on outlanders, _as he ad- 
raits. The outlanders are aliens 
and in the Transvaal, as in the 
United States and all other coun 
tries, they arc "taxed, but denied 
representation until they become 
citizens in the manner and on the 
terms prescribed by the law of the 
country. 

The outlandera indtide all na- 
tionalities — Germans, Austrians, 
French, Belgians, Hollanders, Por- 
ttignese, Italians and Americans, all 
having large property and business 
interests, as well as the English, 
yet none of them but England or 
their govemmento have protested 
against or sought to remedy the al- 
leged oppression and injustice, or 
had any trouble or dispute with the 
Trankvaa! Government. * 

So, on this point the Transvaal 
and the United States are similar, 
and his first plea is of no avaiL 

He duugpft that the courta m the 
Transvaal are partial, to the Boars 
and prejudiced against the out- 
landers, and dtes that a Boer 
charged with murder was rdeased 
on fi,ooo bond, while he (Ham- 
mond) for "ttixingupin a little 
conspiracy" was tequired to give 
$10^000 bond. Mr. Hammond 
falla to give the detaih ot that 
"Httle conspiracy." Though an 
outlander (alien) Mr. Hammond 
partidpated in the Jameson con- 
qtiracy and raid into tht Transvaal 
to seize Johanntsberg by force of 
arms. By law he was a filibuster, 
a common outlaw, and by all Uw 
was liable to be stunmardy shot 
when captured in the act. He like- 
wise fails to state that because of 
his unlawful act the United States 
Government, of whidi he claimed 
to be a citizen, did not interfere in 
his behalf farther than to insure 
him a fair trial in accordance with 
Transvaal law, the penalty being 
his expulsion from the Transvaal, 
fo r ibc leniency of the Trans- 



Kngland is learning something 
about neutrality laws. She had to 
surrender flour seized in Delagoa 
bay, and must nd hereafter seize 
food as contraband. She seized 
cargo of sulphur, only to release it 
after being notified that sulphur is 
not contraband. She stopped and 
boarded German and Holland mail 
and merchant vessels, and had to 
apologize and promise not to dp it 
again. At her instigation the 
Portuguese oflScera arrested fifty 
Frenchmen passing through I<OUr< 
enzo Marquese, supposed* recruito 
for the Boer army, bi^t as they had 
proper passporta they were re- 
leased and allowed to go their way, 
on demand of the French Consul. 
France is fbttifying a port in Mad- 
agaacar, and hat ordered 50,000 
troops, artillery and war vessels to 
proceed there; England is suspici 
ous and intimated she would like to 
know why, but thus far her curi- 
osity has not been gratified. Owing 
to neutrality England's fleet is of 
no use to her in her trying dl 
lemma; she can not nte it against 
the Boera, and on the high seas and 
in neutral ports it must not inter 
fere with the vessels of other na 
tions. Neutrality is Bngland's 
check rein, and she dare not break 
it, even though the Boers are thus 
enabled to maintain communication 
with the world by neutral mails 
and teiegnph, and receive supplies, 
arms, ammunition and recruits by 
ueutral vessels through neutral 
territory. Neutrality respecta the 
righta of both bdligerenta, and 
compels both to respect the rights 
of all others. England is uudoubt 
edly getting far the worst of it, but 
she can not hdpitif she would 
avoid war with other nations. 



The Oourieir- Journal dtes as evi 
deuce that the Transvaal is not a 

a republic that only those who pro- 
fess the Protestant religion are 
eligible to office. The right to 
prescribe c(ttalifications for office is 
inherent in all governments, re 
publics included. England pro 
scribes from certain offices Roman 
Catholics and, indeed, all but mem- 
bers of the established (Episcopal) 
church. Only in the United States 
is there no religious test, though 
the recent exduaioi^ of Roberts 
from Congress because he is a Mor- 
mon indicates that in certain cases 
we apply the test. Then, there are 
those in this country, even in this 
city, who under the plea of patriot- 
ism favor amending the law, and so 
far as they are able practice proscrip- 
tion of Roman CuAMa, and the 
Conrier-Jonrnal's noord on this is 
not of a character to justify its 
posing as a critic of the Transvaal 
Republic or any other government 
for favoring or praacritHug for re- 
ligious belief.

TOM MOOKE'S HARP. 



A New Vork lady recently received 
from Dublin a musical instrument with 
an interesting history. It is the harp of 
Thomas Moore, the Irish poet, and is the 
property of Marie Glover-Miller, the con 
cert ainger and aoprano soloist of the 
Cbarch of the Seared Heart of Jesus. 
The instrument belonged to her grand- 
father, the late Prof. Glover, of Dublin, 
to whom it waa given by the Messrs. 
Power of the city, the firm that first put)- 
lished Moore's poems. Prof. Glover, 
shortly before his death, gave it to his 
daughter, Mrs. Dajoiel Glover-Sullivan, 
organist of the Chnijeh of the Holy Trin- 
ity, New York. .She prcMnted it to her 
daughter in turn, Mrs. Miller. The harp 
is of the style known as the Irish Dal- 
way. It is about thfee feet in height and 
weighs (Xfrhaps teil pounds. It has a 
gracefully curved front pillar and sweep 
of necic.

Prom 
that period henceforward it will be com- 
pulsory on every tbiler over the age of 
fourteen years carrying on work other 
than on his own account to iusure him- 
self in order to make provision for his 
maintenance in caa# «f sickness or acci- 
dent. Apprentice^ and improvers, even 
though they are not in receipt of wages, 
will have to compis with the act. Hie 
only persons exempt from its provisions 
will he those who are employed for less 
than a week, and those iu receipt of #1 .(MX) 
a year and upward. The uullioritie.'i, 
however, are empowered to extend t|)e 
obligation to casual lalx>rers and persons 
who are employed for only brief periods. 
For the purpose of the act there will be 
a district sick fund in each division of 
ithe country haviug not less thau 2,000 
intubitaDt.i, and this the workers must 
join. An employer huving over 100 per- 
sons employed in hie establishment may 
found a branch of the sick fund among 
his own workers. The Federal Govern- 
ment and the employers contribute to 
the fund, which provides allowaucci for 
Bicknesu, accident^^ud buridls.

Great power an<l un- 
limited wealth have had their effect on 
this litt'f wDiiian in that she thinks Cecil 
Rhodes a king among men. If Paul 
Kruger gets him the stride of this colos- 
sa'. Rhodes will be abridged, and like the 
bronze wonder of andeUHifflea his great- 
ness will be 'naught but a memory, his 
wealth only a myth. Miss Kussner states 
that the treatment she received from the 
Boers was most courteous. At one time 
they feared she was a spy, but on being 
assured that she was an American they 
allowe<l her to pass.

To the amazement of these same 
knights of the pen they were found to be 
kindly, courteous and honest in all their 
dealings - with ou another and with 
strangers. Miarepreeentation is always 
characteristic of the man with the weak 
case.

purpose? Humanity ia one, though na- 
tions have their differencee, and the sick 
and wAunded Boers need hospital ships 
as well as the Bnglish. The miserable 
syoophutii in IttyTVoilt HM filM Out 
hospital ships for a people that hae more 
wealth than they have, and who were 
sneered at by Londoners for having done 
so, would have exhibited common wnse 
and consistency had their efforts been 
for the good of the Boers, who need such 
material assistance. But for theee un- 
patriotic Americans opposite the word 
brains must be written "minna," opposite 
charity "truenlency."

Many letters are coming weekly from 
Americans in Cuba, in all of which they 
tell of the vast improvements being made 
there in every department. The sanitary 
conditioaa are so altered that they are in 
hopes of the entire elimination of yellow 
fever from that city. One mast of the 
wrecked Maine is still to be seen reach- 
ing high above the water. Cleaning and 
ventilation are begun at Morro Castle, or 
there could l>e no penetrating its many 
and dark corridors and dungeoSs. The 
boneyard wherein lie the skeletons of 
thoae who dtherdidjiot or would not 
pay for thdr burial while yet living and 
alile to attend to business is in many 
parts being covered with dirt, that its hor- 
rors may not so impress uew-coniers to 
the island. Bands of street cleaners may 
be seen as here, scraping and sweeping, 
and when the new sewer is completed, 
which will carry the dty's refuse several 
miles away into the sea. Havana will be 
rid of the greatest menace to its health 
and prosperity — the pouring of the city's 
filth into the harbor. Much praise is 
l)eing given by correspondents, even by 
those who are opposed to the friars, to 
the Catholic nuns of Cuba. Their gener- 
osity and complete unsdfishbess and true 
piety ares sniprise to all. The Catholic 
Sister knows no ditdnction of race, color 
or creed, and when Government rations 
were sent to them last year to distribute 
among the sick anil wounded tears of j 
gratitude and surpri.se rolled down the ', 
cheeks of many of them, because iu some 
cases they had not expected assistance.

The history of armies tells of no body 
of troops in the world which had a longer 
or moR nnitttefraptcd career of glory 
than the Irish Brigsde in the service of 
F>ance. For a hundred years hardly a 
battle of consequence was fought in lui- 
rope in which it did not take part, often 
carrying off the highest honors of the 
field and always displaying valor and 
good conduct. 

As one of the laat incidents in its glor - 
ious history waa a brief pattieipation in 
our struggle for indepeadeaot during the 
siege of Savannah in 1779, America u 
renders should find intateat in the records 

of its fame. 

The formal organization of the histor- 
ical Irish Brigade was in ICillH, but there 
were Irish troops in the French service 
before that Frqm 1862 to 1668 a regi- 
ment of infantry and One of cavalry com- 
poaed ot Iriahmen had served the French 
King and in 1671 Charles 11. permitted 
the Comte de Hamilton to recruit s body 
of 1,500 men in Ireland for the French 
service which was known as Hamilton's 
regiment till the Count's death in 1676, 
when it waa taraken up and the men dis- 
tributed among other French corpa. 

In 1890, when Jamca II. was hard 
pressed in Ireland, he begged Louis XIV. 
for a re-enforcement of trained soldiers. 
That monarch sent a bo<ly of t>,iM)0 men, 
but only on condition that James should 
send him in return as many of his un- 
trained Iriah leviea, which Jamea did, 
sending them on the same itaipe that had 
brought the French troopa over. Louis 
organize<l the Irishmen into three regi- 
ments, commanded respectively by Col. 
Justin McCarthy, afterward made Lord 
Mountcasliel; Hon. Daniel ( )'Hri<'n, after- 
waril Lord Clare, and Hon. Arthur Dil- 
lon. Mountcasliel commanded the bri- 
gade, which was known afterward as 
■ The Old Brigade." 

After the battle of the Boyne James II. 
made his way as fast ss he could to 
France, but his Irish supporters main- 
tained the war in his behalf for a year 
longer. By the terms of the capitulation 
of Limerick all ofiicers, soldiers and their 
families who chose to go wen furnished 
tranaportation bejrond aeaa, with their 
honaehold gooda, plate and jewelry. 
Twenty thonaand of the troops of Jamea 
determined to go to Prance; about 3,000 
accepted tli'- offers of William and took 
service in the Kiigiish army. Of those 
who went to F'rance most took service in 
the aripy of James, which was paid by 
the French King and practically part of 
hia army. An invaaion of England was 
at once projected, in which the Irish 
troops were to tske pert, bat the total 
defeat of the French fleet by the com- 
bined fleets of the Ivnglish and Dutch 
put an end to that undertaking, and the 
Irish troops joined the armies of the 
French King ^n Flandera, Germany, 
Spain and It^y. 

During the campdgaa of 1602 and 
1698 they had abundant oppor t unity of 
taking revenge on the Baif^iah, and «a- 
pecially distinguished themselves st the 
battle of Neewwinden, where William of 
Orange was completely defeated by the 
Marshal Duke of Luxembourg. Their 
valor was again most conspicuous at the 
celebrated battle of Maraaglia in Italy, 
where Marshal Catinat, commanding the 
Fkench, defeated the allied army twder 
Prince Bugene. Catinat had about 6,000 
of the Irish troops commsnded by Col. 
Wauchop. Karly in the action Prince

center, but 1. 1 tre's regi- 

ment, which drove him back by an im- 
petuous charge and then held their 
gnmnd. At a critical moment later in the 
day Wanchop chaiged with hia whole force 
and compeliad Bngene to retire, leaving 
Catinat master of the field. At Barce- 
lona in lOitT they won the high commen- 
dation of tht Marshal Duke of Vendome, 
who was not much given to prsi^. 

In all the campaigns against the 
League of Augsburg the Iriah troops took 
part in nearly every battle or skirmish of 
oonseqnenoe and gained a reputation 
wtthMt which their organisatioo would 
hardly have anrvived. 

After the peace of Ryswick, by which 
Louis XIV. ttcknowle<iged William as 
lawful King of England, it was nmnifest- 
ly impossible for him to allow the army 
of James as such to remain in his domin- 
ions, but he did not wish to lose the 
services of troops who hsd been so effi- 
cient, and therefore determined to take 
the greater part of them, then amounting 
to about 1'2,00) men, and by uniting them 
with the brigade of Mountcashel form a 
corpa into which all future refngees from 
Ireland might be enlisted. 

There waa considerable difficulty in 
effecting this reorganization of the Irish 
troops in a satiafactory manner, owing 
to the peculiar character of the force and 
the unusual number of officera. Almost 
ttie whole of the Roman Catholic no- 
bility and gentry of Ireland were to be 
found among the officers, and the rank 
and file, composed of younger brotheta 
and sons and the tenant^ of the oflScets, 
bound U^fllfmkm tie» of kinship and 
locality, ifffttrrauch better material 
than waa tobe found in the ranks of most 
Owr Qcaa u armies of that period. Tn the 
jggpMii|MML an extra number of officers 
WunplHV, and at a time when per- 



sonal valor counted for so much in war 
this was an advantage. .Still a surplus of 
officers remained whom King Louis al- 
lowed to retain their nominal rank with 
small pay. This was not satisfactory, 
and finally he formed them into a distinct 
corps, with the fnd pay of their nominal 
rank to serve whatever be might wish to 
employ them. Dnring the early career 
of the Brigade thu corps of "reformed" 
officers, as they #ere called, formed a 
valuable adjunct to it and was it.self dis- 
tingui.sheii on many occasions. 

During the first half of the eighteenth 
century particularly there was little diffi- 
culty in keeping the ranks of the Brigade 
full. Having no ^ope of distinction in 
their own country, Irish Roman Catholics 
sought opportutdwe abroad and the or- 
ganization of thw countrymen Fn the 
French army afTontod the most attractive 
openings. A careful writer has estimated 
that between 1091 and 171) no less than 
450,000 Irishmen filed in the service of 
Prance. j 

The war of tbel Spanish succession, 
which began aloM^ immediately after 
the formation of tjie Brigade, was com- 
pleted, enabled Louis to turn their 
services to good sccount. In the early 
part of 1702 a detachment of Hon nnder 
command of Cols. Arthur Dillon and 
Walter Bourke formed part of a garrison 
of .j,()(Mi holding the city of Cremona, 
where Marshal VilUers, the French com- 
mander, made his headquarters. Prince 
Bugene was in the.vidnity with sn srlby 
too small to lay regular siege to the plsce, 
but it waa important and he attempted 
to surprise it. The garrison was careless 
about sentinel duty, and by help from 
the inside he iniroduce<l .')00 men through 
a sewer into the hou.ses of some friends, 
who opened the gates on one side of the 
city to his troopa, ^k^e he sent another 
body of 5,000 aroi^ to ctoaa the Po on 
a bridge of boats atm attack the city from 
that direction. Kugene took possession 
of the eastern half of the city and captured 
Marshal Villiers before the surprised gar- 
rison could offer efficient resistance. He 
sent troops across the city to seize the Po 
gate, but they weni met by Major O'Ma- 
bony with a part of -the Iriah, who held 
them till the reat of hia command rallied 
to him, when they took poaition in the 
fortifications about the gate, sent a de- 
tachment which destroyed the bridge of 
Ixjats, thus preventing I'aigcnc's re-en- 
forcements from crossing, and then held 
their position against the assaults of that 
branch of their antagonists till late in the 
afternoon, when Eugene, finding that his 
re-enforcementa conM not reach him, and 
that he was too weak to hold the town, 
withdrew to his camp. The Irish troops 
were accorded the credit of saving; the 
city and were commended by llie King, 
but the victory cost them dear. From 
600 their strength was cut down to 250. 
The loss included eighty-seven officers 
and 263 enlisted mtn, the large propor- 
tion of officers tieim due to the peculiar 
organization of the Brigade l>efore noted. 

At Blenheim the Brigade again dis- 
tinguished itself and covered tlie retreat 
of llie l"rencli division oppose<i to Prince 
luiiiene. ( It their conduct at C'as,s;ino the 
Due de N endome wrote to Louis XIV. in 
terms of the highest praise. At Ramillies 
the Brigade suffered heavily and it.s com- 
mander, Lord Clare, Was killed. He was 
succeeded in nominal command of the 
Brigade by bis infant aon, afterward the 
hero of Pontenoy. At Caldnato the 
Brigade was specially distinguished. It 
took part in the battles m Almanza, 
Oudenarde, filalplamdt and Dettingen, 
but waa not heavlfy engaged at oner 
place. 

The glory of the Brigade culminated at 
Fontenoy m 174o, where under the im- 
mediate eye of King I^uis XV., who was

defeat by a dashing and determined 
charge on the English column which hod 

etrotd the French center and wassweep- 
g everything befofet it The Bnglish 
rallied after first ahoft, but their advance 
waa stopped and then they began a slow 
retreat and the day was saved to the 
French King, who saw how it was done. 

The Brigade that day consisted of the 
regiments of Clare, Dillon, Bulkeley, 
Roth, Birwick, Lally and Fitzjames, and 
was commanded by Lord Clare, son of 
the hero of Ramillies, and Count Arthur 
Dillon. Clare and Dillon won undying 
laurels at Fontenoy and lived to serve 
their adopted country for many years in 
peace and war, but Count Lally was des- 
tined to plai*. a more important part in 
the history of the world than dther of 
them, and his career.in India, where he 
was sent not long after Fontenoy with a 
portion of the iriah Brigade, would fur- 
niah material for a volume. 

During the absence of Lall^ with hia 
contingent in the Beat the Brigade from 
a variety of cauaea began to decline. The 
eight years of peace that followed the 
treaty of Aix-la-CliKpelle, succeeded by 
seven years of war, in which the I'rench 
armies were rarely successful, denioial- 
ized the Irish regiments, while the repeal 
of many of the more stringent laws 
against the Roman Catholics in Ireland 
soon after the accetaion of George III. 
enabled the Iriah to serve in the army of 
their legitimate aoverdjrn and took away 
what was one ot the^jdiief inducements 
to seek fordgn sendee. 

Count Dillon with 1,400 men of the 
Brigsde sccompanied the expe<lition of 
Count D'Bataing against the British West 
Indies and with Count D'Estaing's fleet 
co-operate<l with Gen. Lincoln in the at- 
tack on Savannah in 1779, thus connect- 
ing tliis famous cotps with our struggle 
for independeuce. The last occasion on 
which any nu9t>er of the Irish Brigade 
fought under the baqner of France was 
at the aiege of Brit^atone Hill, on the 
laland of St ChrUtopher, which was 
taken by the Frendh' after a aicge of 
thirty-one daya. Comit Dillon waa made 
Governor General of the iaiand, which 
poaition he retained 111 the peace of 178S, 
Dv which that iaiand waa rsatored to 
England and the iqdependenoe of the 
United States acknowledged. 

The famous Brigade — "the goodlieat 
fellowship of fafaioiis knights whereof 
the worlcl bears record" — was broken up 
in 17tfl. The French National Assembly 
of that year abolial^ all distinctions be- 
tween foreign troopa In the French serv- 
ice and native Prendll regiments. A part 
of the Brigade accepted this arrangment, 
preferred to remain in Prance Had be- 
came part of the genaral army of the re- 
public, but six regiments, commanded 
respectively hy the Duke de 
Fitzjames, the Hon. Henry Dillon, 
Viscount ^Walsh de .Serrant, Col. 
Daniel O'Connell awjl Col. Cuuway, pre- 
ferring to follow the fortunes of the royal 
family under whose Rag the Brigade had 
fought for a hundred ^ears, emigrated 
with the French Legitiii'i--ts, aiirl .soc^n 
aiti-i t..i>k service in (lie Dritisli army, of 
which for so long their corps had been 
the braves'., most coi^stant and aiost im- 
placable foes.
